one knows hbdw much it wili deplete the 
treasury. Thenthey will appropriate large 
amounts to subsidize the steamship lines, and 
will increase the amount paid to trans-Atlantic 
steamers for carrving the mails. 
THIS 1S THE PROGRAMME, 

While it is possible that all of these bills 
might not be passed, itis almost certain that 
they will increase the expenses of the gov- 
ernment at leasta hundred millions a year.

They have, therefore, de- 
cided to take the bull by the hoins and not 
adopt any rules at all, but simply 
continue to operate under general 
parliamentary law. AS generally 
parliamentary lawis extremely indefinite, it 
gives to the speaker almost dictatorial power 
and completely disarms the democrats. The 
democrats have such parliamentary giants as 
Carlisle, Randall and Crisp, against whom Mc- 


, Kinley, Cannon and Burrows are mere figures 


but it will avail the democrats nothing if the 
republicans take from them the only weapon 
with rhich parliamentary battles can 
be fought—the rules. Under such a 
condition of affairs, the democrats would be 
as harmless in blocking vicious and partisan 
legislation as though they had no membership 
in the house. The republicans would be abso- 
luteiy untrammeled, democrats could be 
OUSTED AT WILL, 
Speaker Reed would, be supreme. If his de- 
cisions were‘appealed from they would be sub- 
mitted to a vote of tlie house, and,the republi- 
cans being in the majority,of course they would 
be sustained. But this 1s not the worst. Asa 
resor,tunder such condition of affairs, the demo- 
crats might abstain from voting and thus break 
@ quorum. Itis now proposed to divest them 
of this final privilege, by declaring that when 
a majority is present, a ‘‘visible quorum” ex- 
ists. In this case, neither refusal to vote, nor 
a withdrawal froin the chamber, would avail, 
‘as enough members conld be arrested and 
forcibly taken into the house to constitute a 
quorum.

The democra s seem to becompletely at the 
mercy of their opponents. They can only grin 
and bearit.

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THE WEEK IN CONGRESS. 


The Statesmen Keady to Resume Legisla- 
tive Business. 

WASHINGTON, January 5.—Congress will re- 
assemble tomorrow after a holiday recess of 
two weeks. Several members of each house 
who remained in the city during the recess 
are suffering from the grippe, and will not be 
present. A number of others,who;are at their 
homes out of town, are also sufferers, so that 
the list of absentees will be unusually large, 
but not so great as to interfere with the prose- 
cution of business in either branch. 

In the senate the most important work of 
the week, so far as can be judged now, will 
be done in committee. Senator Plumb 
will press his Oklahoma town site 
bill before the committee on 
public jands tomorrew, hoping to secure fay- 
orable aciion on it. Senator Platt will endeavor 
to have tbe bills authorizing the admission of 
Idaho and Wyoming into the union as states 
ready for report from the committee on terri- 
tories after its meeting Wednesday. Senator 
Platt will also introduce this week a bill to 
enable settlers in Alaska to obrain titles to 
theirland. Wuednesday, according to agree- 
ment before the holiday recess, Senator His- 
cock’s committee on the celebration of the 
quadri-centennial of the discovery of America, ; 
will begin hearing the statements of the com~ 
mittees representing the cities which are en- 
deavyoring to 

SECURE THE PROPOSED WORLD’S FAIK. 

It is probable that these hearings will be 
concluded this week. . Then there remain 
numerous executive nominations to be consid- 
ered this week. Among them is that of 
Thomas J. Morgan to be commissioner of In- 
diaf affairs. The committee on Indian affairs 
will meet Thursday, at which time, it is ex- 
pected, Commissioner Morgan’s reply to the 
charges filed against him by Father 
Stephan, director of the Catholic 
board of missions, will be received. The 
noininations of Messrs. Roosevelt and Thomp- 
son to be civil service Commissioners, are also 
to be considered. 

SENATOR MORGAN'S RESOLUTION, - 
directing the president to instruct Minister 
Adams to formally recognize the republic of 
Brazil, with several einendiments thereto, will 
come up asunfinished business, and be referred 
to the committee on foreign relations. It is 
believed that no further discussion will be had 
thereon. Just before adjournmont for the 
holidays, Senator Teller stated that he would, 
upon the reconvening of the senate, cal] up for 
action his resolution to provide for the consid» 
cration of all executive nominations in open 
session. 

Therefore, this subject may occupy the time 
of the senate during aportion of the week, if 
suitable opportunity occurs for its discussion. 

THE HOUSE WILL BEGIN 

its sessions tomorrow, with but two bills in po- 
sition to be considered—the District of Colum- 
bia appropriation bill and the McKinley ad- 
ministrative customs bill. As Mr. McComas, 
who has charge of the appropriation bill, is 
sick, nothing will be done with that until he is 
able to be in his seat; and as Mr. McKinley 
will be busily engaged duringthe week at the 
meetings of the committee on ways and means, 
any discussion of the customs bill is likely to be 
desultory, and merely tokill time. ‘The com- 
mittee on ways and means have scheduled 
hearings for this week as follows: 
Monday, silk and SUgAT ; Tues, 
day, tobacco and liquors; Wednesday, 
provisions and farm products; Thursday 
wood and paper; Friday, sundries. It is not

Vhe Nashville Furnace Company Sells Its 
Property. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., January 5.—[{Special.]— 
The Nashville Furnace company, by its presi- 
dent, A. W. Buttory, and secretary, J. Q. 
Moore, has conveyed to the Southern Iron 
company forty acres of land in the twelfth and 
thirteenth districts for a consideration of 
$175,000. The Nashville Furnace company 
was formerly known as the Nashville Iron, 
Stee! and Charcoal company, and the property 
conveyed is located in west Nashville, and has 
thereon the plant for the manufacture of iron, 
charcoaland aicohol. The conveyance em- 
braces this plant, stock on hand, patents and 
_ patent rights of all description owned by the 
conveyor. Theconsideration was $25,000 in 
cash and two notes of $25,000 each, 
sumption of the payment of $100,000 of first 
mortgage bonds and the contraet for the pay- 
mnent of pumps and dry wells purchased by the 
conveyor.

[SHOT IN THE HEAD 


ISADORE GARNIE ENDS HIS LIFE 
WITH A PISTOL. 


WAS IT SUICIDE OR AN ACCIDENT? 


A Young Man Well-Known in Atlanta 
Shoots Himself Through the Head at 
Colonel Johua A. Candler’s, Decatur. 


Decatur, Ga., January 5.—-fSpecial.]—Isa- 
dore Garnie, once a resident of Jacksonville, 
Fia., but recenuy well known in Atlanta and 
this place, shot himself through the head, 
from temple to témple, this morning, and died 
of the wound. 

The shooting may have been accidental. 

And it may have been with suicidal intent. 

The shooting occurred about eleven o’clock 

in Garnie’s bed room in Col. John A. Candler’s 
residence and was witnessed by Mrs. Candler, 
who is Garnie’s sister and who was ‘the only 
person in the house except the young man 
when the shot was fired. 
_ Garnie was about twenly-two years of age 
and was a warm-hearted,impulsive, impetuous 
young man, whose babits have been some- 
what wild. 

If the shot was fired with suicidal thought, 
those wild habits were the cause. 

Saturday afternoon Garnie was in Decatur, 
at his sister’s home, and during the afternoon 
drove up town inacartwith achild. In town he 
encgjuntered several of his friends with whom 
he conversed pleasantly for a short time and 
then droye back home. Those with whom he 
talked now recall that he was as jovial and 
pleasant as ever, no indication of despondency 
whatever being apparent. Later in the after- 
noon Garnie left his home, sayiug to some gne 
about the houce: : 

“I’m going to Atlanta on that five-thirty 
train, and will come back on the eleven-forty- 
five tonight.”’ 

The young man had done this frequently be- 
fore, and nothing was thought of it. He went 
to Atlanta and came back on the midnight 
train, but no one here knows anything of his 
iast visit to the city. From the depot he went 
direct to Colonel Candier’s residence, 
and with his night key opened the 
front door. He ascended the stairwsy 
noiselessly and going into his room retired. 
This morning he joined Mr. and Mrs. Candler 
at the breakfast table looking as bright and 
fresh as could be and during the meal joined 
pleasantly in the conversation. After break- 
fast he amused the children until Col. Can- 
dler took them to .Sunday school. A half 
hour after the children left for the church 
Garnie went into the yard and played with a 
large dog, a present Mr, Harvy Deas, who 
lives next door ‘had given him. While 
Garnie was playing with the dog Mr. Deas 
went into his back yard and the two passed 
salutes. A few minutes later Garnie left the 
dog and entering the house went to his room. 

In less than fifteen minutes he sent a bullet 
through his brain. 

But just why he did it and how he did it, no 
one knows. 

True, Mrs. Candler was present at the time, 
but the shock has so prostrated her that she 
has been able to tell but little. 

The town, howeyer, 1s full of rumors, of 
course. ’ 

Tie thost plausible story in circulation is 
this: 

Soon after Garnie went up to his room, Mrs. 
Candler followed him carrying with her some 
clean linen for her brother. The young man 
was sitting upon the side of his bed when his 
sister entered the room. They were very 
fond of each other and the young man’s 
habits had always. been a_ source of 
great annoyance to the sister. She had 
frequently reproved him for his conduct, and 
he had always borne the reproof with a bad 
grace, It is presdmed that;.she made some

reference to her brother’s past conduct, and 
that in a fit of desperation, or with a yiew to

n the room near the bed was a table, and 
upon that table Garnie had an old Smith & 
Wesson pistol—a short thirty-eight. Two 
chambers were loaded and three were empty. 
Just as his sister was in the act of leaving the 
room he snatched the pistol from the table, 
placed the muzzle against his right temple and 
pulled the trigger. 

Therewas a loud report, and Garnie fell 
over upon the bed, astream of blood gushing 
from both sides of his head. 

The report and the bloody picture horrified 
Mrs. Candler. She threw herself upon the 
bed beside her dying brother, while shriek 
after shriek echoed through the house. Mr. 
Deas heard the cries, and, rushing from his 
house to ascertain the cause, was.met by a ne- 
gro girl, who informed him that Garnie had 
killed himself. Mr. Deas hurried to the 
Candler house, and when he entered the room 
was almost terrified by what he saw. 

The dying boy, the bloody bed, ané 
the raving, almost distracted, sister formed 
a picture he wili never forget. 

Mr. Deasled the lady from the room, and 
summoning Mrs. Deas left her with Mrs. Can- 
djer. He then hurried to thechurch for Colo- 
nel Candler, and sent for Dr. Word. A mes- 
senger was sent into the church and colonel 
brought out. In some way the news ofthe 
tragedy gained the interior of the church, and 
quite a commotion was caused. ‘When Colo- 
nel Candler reached his home he 
found Mrs. Candler in = a_precari- 
ous fix. She was absolutely unstrang 
and Dr. Word was compelled to give his at- 
tention to her before going to the wounded 
boy. The lady was unable to tell much, and 
the physician was unwilling for her to speak. 

Telephone messages were sent to Atlanta 
for Dr. Cooper and Dr. Elkin. Both gentle- 
men came out and gavethe wound a careful 
examination. They found that the ball had 
gone in at the right temple and passed 
through the head, inflicting a wound 
which meant death. , 

, After passing through the head the bali 
struck the head-board and glanced around the 
room. 

It was picked up at the foot of the bed. 

Many here are inclined to believe that Gar- 
nie did not intend to shoot himself. It is 
thought that he snatched up the pistol and 
threw it against his temple to frighten his sis- 
ter, believing that when tle hammer fell it 
would fall upon an empty chamber, and not a 
loaded cartridge. 

Garnie bas been in Georgia about two years. 
Several years ago, while he was living in 
Jacksonville, he killed a companion and was 
tried for it. On the trial it was shown that the 
killing was accidental, and he was acquitted. 

The pistol with which he shot himself was 
the one with which he killed his friend in 
Jacksonville. 

When he first came to Georgia, he clerked 
for J. C. & I. Daniel, shoe dealers in Atlanta, 
but about six or seven months ago quit there 
and began studying law with Candler, Thom- 
son & Candler. He proved a bright student, 
and was about ready for his examination. 
Colonel Candler was very fond of him, and 
says that he would have made a bright name 
for himself in law. 

Garnie lingered until about midnight when 
he died. His face was terribly blackened by 
the wound. E. C. BrRurrey.

7¥ MARAUDERS, 


WHO RIDE INTO HAMILTON BY NIGHT 


And Bestege the Sheriff, Throw Out Pickets 
on Allthe Roads, Break Down the Jail 
Door and Release Will Wallace. 


Hamintoyn, Ga., January 5.—([Special.]— 
Harris county’s noted outlaw and desperado 
was taken from jail last night at 3 o’clock, by 
a large number of men supposed to be his 
friends, 

The parties had guards out on every road- 
way thrcuzh town, and a special guard at the 
sheriff's house. They first tried to 

PRY THE LARGE IRON BAR 
off that fastened the front door but failed to 
do so and broke the lock. After getting the 
front door open they soon broke the locks to 
the iron cage, and with willing steps the noted 
Will Wallace stepped out and down the steps 
and, with many friends, left the town before 
any attempt couid be made to stop them. 
When the men first started to work they were 
heard by two negro men, who at once told a 
number of white men, and as soon 
as possible came to the jail, but the birds had 
flown. They had taken with them a negro who 
was in jail, Dan Tatum, who was under a sen- 
tence ot fo years in the penitentiary, but had 
obtaine new trial. The party could not 
have been at work more than twenty-five 
minutes before 
THEY HAD THEIR FRIEND 
and wasreadytogo, It will probably never be 
known what they will do with the negro, Dan 
Tatum, as they must certainly have carried 
him off with them to prevent his being caught 
and made to tell who they were. The sheriff 
hastaken steps to recapture them if possible, 
and they will have to be very careful and close, 
or the vigilant and never-tiring sheriff, M. B. 
Kimbrough, will havethem before they know 
it. 
WALLACE’S CRIME. 

About four months ago a negro named 
Ranse Gofdon was assassinated while working 
in his field *in the mountain hill district of 
Harris county. He was shot with a Win- 
chester rifle. The -‘mav who shot him 
told ittotwo gentlemen soon after the act 
was committed, but they s#id he wore a mask 
and they did not know him. Shortly after- 
ward Wallace met a negro preacher, who 
preached Gordon’s funeral, and made him 
repeat itin the public road. He then made 
the preacher dance, after which he shot his 
mustache off with a pistol and let him go 
Other outrages were perpetrated upon the 
negroes in the community, and many af them 
were served with notices to leave. Wallace 
was believed to be the 

LEADER IN ALL THE TROUBLE, 

and the best citizens held a meeting and peti- 
tioned the governor to offer a large re- 
ward for the capture of the  pergon 
or persons who were terrorizing the neighbor- 
hood. A reward was offered and Wallace 
left the community. He was arrested a few 
weeks ago. He was commited to jail toanswer 
for the murder of Ranse Gordon, and has em- 
ployed counsel to defend him, It issaid he has 
a large number of followers, and the people in 
the western part of Harris county are appre- 
hensive of further trouble since his release 
from jail. 


THEY WANT TO FIGHT. 


The Editor and Business Manager Quarrel— 
‘ A Hot Time. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., January 5.—[Special.] 
A duel or a desperate personal difficulty be- 
tween J. Howell Kent, editor, and Leonard 
Button, business manager of the Sunday 
Critic, is expected. A few weeks ago the 
Sunday Journal and the Critic, the two Sun- 
day society papers of the city, consol- 
idated, J. Howell Kent, of the Critic, becom- 
ing editor, and Leonard Button, of the Jour- 
nal, business manager. Professional rivalry 
soon brought about a bitter personal feeling 
between the men, which resulted in Kent de- 
stroying the entire edition of the paper last 
night. Some of the editorials written by Kent 
had been killed by Button, and an article ob- 
jectionable tothe editor substituted.

8s Pen Portrait of Her 
Death. 

I never write or speak to woman but my 
mind wanders off to one model—the aged one 
who, twenty-four years ago, we put away f 
the resurrection, writes T. De Witt Talm 
in the Ladies’ Home Journal for January. 4} 

Abont eighty years ago, and just before 
their marriage day, my father and mother 
stood up in the old meeting house at Somer. 
ville, N.J., and took upon them the vows 
of the Christian. Through a long life of 
vicissitude my mother hved harmiessly and 
usefully, and came to herend in peace. Noe 
child of want ever came to her door and was 
turned empty away. Noone in sorrow came 
to her but was comforted.

How Rattlesnakes Kring Down Their Prey 
From the San Francisco Chronicie, 

Dr. Oswald, happening to be in Matamoras, 
Mexico, when an amateur collector was selling 
out a choice collection of snakes, he bovght » 
cage containing a male and female of these 
speckled ophidians. He tirst tried them with 
a mouse, but, either through fastidiousness or 
laziness, they tarried so long that the mouse 
gotaway. Next day he treated them to a nest 
with five young sparrows in it. Three of these 
died before their snakeships condescended, to 
partake, while old sparrows, rats and cock=- 
roaches were tried with no better success. 

One morning the gamins of the neighbor- 
hood caught an ojd blackbird and sold it te 
the experimenter fortwo pieces of stick candy, 
and the snakes, whohad fasted for twenty- 
four hours rather than eat cockroaches, gota 
chance for a square moval. After flutierin 
around in an excited way for a while, the bi 
settled down in a corner, and the snakes pre- 
pared for action. They lowered their heads, 
and, without moving the tail-ends of their 
bodies, approached the bird by a gradual 
extension of their coils, but the bi 
was all suspicion, and recommence 
his fluttering before their cat~- 
like advance had brought them within range. 
The snakes seperated then, the female rolled 
herself up in the blackbird’s corner, and her 
mate took post in the cénter of the cage, bug 
after readjusting their coils neither budged an 
inch; they bided their time. Dashing hig 
head against the cage seemed totire the bird 
aftera while. Presently he alighted in » 
rather inaccessible place, took wing again and, 
alighting in his old corner, finally blundered intu 
the water pot. He hopped out with drenched 
wings, and devoted a few secondsto the re~- 
arrangement of his toilet, unconscious or heed- 
less of the proximity of the female partner of 
the hostile alliance. She watched all his 
movements, and her tail quivered in a curious 
way when she saw him poke his head undegr 
the right wing, the one turned toward her 
corner. She seemed to know thathe would 
repeat the same mancuvre on the left—my 
side. He didso, and she had him directly. 
Drawing herself up she poised her neck likes 
dart, braced herself and let drive. A loud 
screech, afew feathers flying, and a terrified 
bird darting about like a blind chicken—cause 
and effect coincided with shot-like suddenness. 

Instead of following the bird, the snake re- 
turned to her favorite nook, where she was 
soon after joined by her mate. The cr 
part of the job was done. Three or four times 
the bird managed to take wing, staggcre® 
around in a circle once or twice, and then sag 
still. @ chemicals began to operate. First 
its 1 and then its wings commenced te 
tremble; tryiug to stand upiight, it put 
its feet farther and farther apart, and 
finally spread its wings, but to no pur- 
pose.

COUNTRY. 


Fhe People Energetic and Prosperous, the 
Business of the City Booming and the 
Country Roundabout In Clover. 


ALBANY, Ga,, January 5.—[Special.]—Al- 
bany is steadily growing, and yearly assuming 
greater importance as a commercial and. rail- 
road center.

Colonel H. M. McIntosh, mayor of the city 
of Albany, was the first gentleman approached. 
The reporter found himin his office, and, as 
usual, busily employed in furthering the inter- 
ests of the city, whose welfare and prosperity 
he has so much atheart. He cordially greeted 
THE CONSTITUTIVUN’sS representative, and re- 
plied most fully tothe questions addressed to 
him. . 

*‘What is your opinion of the business ont- 
look of the city, and what effect will the gen- 
erally prosperous condition of the farmers 
have upon its development ?’’ asked Tug Con- 
STITUTION. 

“The business outlook for Albavy,’’ replied 
Mayor McIntosh, “‘has never been so promis- 
ing as now. Ifasked upon what this assertion 
is based I would say that its principal foun- 
dation lies in the fact that the farming inter- 
est of the fertle region of which Albany is the 
commercial center i$ in @ more prosperous con- 
dition than it has been since the war. We 
have just had two good crop seasons in succes- 
gion, and an abundant grain crop has been 
made this year. The increased cotton receipts 
over those of previous years also show that 
there has been no failing off in our staple 
money crop. In other words, our farmers 
have been gradually drifting into a more di- 
versified system of agriculture, and have 
increased their provision crops without 
matcrially diminishing the annual yield 
of cotton, These conditions, followed 
by the good prices that were realized in the 
cotton market at the opening of the season, 
have conspired to place the farmers in a march 
better tix than they have found themselves at 
the close of any year since the war. Our 
factors and supply merchants will all tell you 
that they are having to carry over fewer 
accounts this year than ever before. Indeed, 
they will be compelled to admit that they have 
advanced less to farmers this year than for- 
meriy. i 

“The beneficent effects of all the conditions 
have uaturally been felt, more or less, in 
every branch of trade, and the commercial 
rating of our business men ought to be, and, 
no doubt, is, higher than ever before. We 
have had no failures of any consequence in 
Albany since 1883, and I cannot now recall 
one of any character during the present year. 

“Then, the increase inthe banking facil- 
ities of the city has been a _ most 
potent factor in the general prosperity 
that has been felt in the commercial and in- 
dustrial circles of Albany during the last two 
years.

The Columbus Southern will here within 
the next ninety days, and also the Albany, 
Florida and Northern railway, which will be 
built within the next twelve months. 

‘The condition of Albany 1s growing. It 
prospers and will continue to improve. Trade 
has been better and a larger businsss done 
than waseverknown here before. Wehave 
now three wholesale grocery houses, and are 
getting most of the business of southern Geor- 
gia,” 

Said Captain Richard Hobbs: 

“The continuous improvement of the agri- 
culturists will have a corresponding influence 
on the city, and, with the aid of increased 
manufacturing interests, we look for a decided 
linprovement in the city. 

‘We contemplate putting up a canning fac- 
tory, a factory for the manufacture of agricul 
tural implements, and other industries which 
are badly needed here. 

“In regard to railroads. The Columbus 
Southern will be completed next March and 
the organization of a new railroad from 
Albany to Cordele has been perfected. 

“The general growth of the city will be con- 
tinuous, the improvements made are solid and 
substantial. _ I am not much of a prophet for 
the future but I hope for the best.”’ 

_ From the above it will be seen that Albany 
is growing and improving. City property has 
greatly increased in value. - Within the last 
twelve monthsa large number of new build- 
ings have been crected and many substantial ' 
improvements nade. New and important in- 
dustrics are contemplated forthe coming year 
which will add greatly to the prosperity of our 
city. New railroads are reaching out towards 
us.and will make this a great “railroad center. . 
+ The facilities for quick transportation have 
been wonderfully increased this season and 
Albany’s cotton receipts have boen larger 
than ever before. 

The taxable property of the city has in 
creased in value this year about three hundred 
thousand dollars. The city is free from debt 
and the tax rate small. 

Albany is destined to become at no far dis- 
ant day one of the leading cities of the south.

About daybreak his mother heard him mov- 
ing about in his room, but she thought noth- 
ing of it, as it was his time for arising. When 
Mrs. Kiser had prepared breakfast, and her 
son not appearing, she went to his room.

Georgiaa Corn State. 
From the Macon County Citizen. 

Many people have @m idea that because 
Georgia is one of the largest cotton producing 
statess-aeeeam raise little else. They forget 
¢hat G@eorgiais an empire within itseif, hav- 
ing Within its boundaries a variety of soil and 
Climate that enables it to produce almost 
every grain and fruit common to the temper- 
ate and semi-tropical zones. 

Last January the American Agriculturist 
offered a premium of $500 for the largest yield 
of corn on one acre of land. This premium 
was open to the United States. To further 
stimulate the production of grain, the Geor- 
gia State Agricultural society offered a pre- 
mium of $100 for the largest yield of corn on 
one acre in Georgia, and an additional pre- 
miam of $150 if a Georgia farmer should take 
the premium offered by the American Agri- 
culturist. 

Hon. W.L. Peek, of Conyers, took the 
premium of $100, having raised one hundred 
and thirty and one-half bushels of corn on one 
acre of land. He also stands a good chance of 
taking the premium for the best yield in the 
United States. 

This shows what Georgia can do in the way 
of raising corn, and it is a showing that it will 
worry any other state to beat.

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4A NEGRO MAN KILLS A PREACHER 
ABOUT HIS WIFE. 


Repeatedly Warned, Parson Phillips Re- 
turns to the House—Robinson Arrives on 
the Scene. Unexpectedly. 


Srockxton, Ga., Jan. 3.—A fatal tragedy 
was enacted near here last night, resulting in 
the almost instantaneous death of a negro 
preacher named Aleck Philips. 

Philips was.the pastor of Cedar Grove 
Baptist church, about four miles from Stock- 
ton, and, like most negro preachers, he was 
very much 

ADMIRED BY HIS CONGREGATION, 
especially by the sisters of the church. 

While in the neighborhood Philips made 
his heailquarters at Ranse Robinson’s house. 
Ranse works on the railroad and, consequently, 
spends very little time at home. This gave 
the darkies a pretext to suspect thaty Philips 
was a little too intimate with Robinson’s wife 
and, pretty soon, the most outrageous scandals 
were’carried to Robinson bythe tattleing sisters, 
mir seemed to grow jealous. of Robinson’s 
wife. 

Finally Robinson went to Phillips and told 
him that he must never visit his home again. 
Phillips consented to take up his abode at 
another place, andthe matter seemed to be 
definitely settled. Butit only seemed so, for 
as soon as Robinson returned to the railroad 

PHILLIPS DISREGARDED HIS PROMISES , 


and went back to Robinson’s house. J 


This was the state of affairs last night when 
Robinson arrived on the scene, to the surprise 
of Mrs. Robinson and her dear pastor. 

When Robinson entered the house his wife 
and Phillips were at supper. 

Stealthily creeping up to the door, and 
taking in the situation within, Robinson 
whipped outa large knife and, rushing into 
the room, plunged the blade into Philips's 
breast, exclaiming at the time: 
guess you won’t trouble me any more.” 
Philips gasped twice, and fell out of his chair 
dead. -Robinson then slapped his wife two or 
three times, and, warning her not to disclose 
his terrible deed, made for the woods. 

As soon as Robinson left, his wife ran out 
of the house 

AND COMMENCED TO SCREAM 
inthe most distressing manner possible to a 
human. Her cries soon brought several 
neighbors, and to them she told the story of 
the killing. All the negroes in the neighbor- 
hood seem to think that Robinson’s act was 
justifiable. 

As soon as news of the tragedy reached 
Stockton, the coroner impaneled a jury and 
‘went out to hold an inquest over the dead 
body. The verdict of the jury was in accord- 
ance with the facts as stated. . 

An officer was detailed to arrest Robinson, 
but upto 4 o’clock this afternoon, no trace of 
him was found,

Lowenthal, who killed Herman Bohnefeld, 
was let out of jail fora short while this after- 
noon in order to attend the funeral of his 
mother, Mrs. Mary Lowenthal, who died yes- 
terday. 

Last evening, when the Southwestern 
railroad train arrived at seven 
o'clock, it brought to Macon from Perry, 
Judge Gustin, who had been holding Houston 
superior court. Sheriff Westcott met Judge 
Gustin at the depot and presented to him to 
Sgn an order drawn up by Dessan & Bartlett, 
Loventhal’s attorneys, granting to the sheriff 
the right to take Lowenthal out of prison this 
afternoon so he could attend his mother’s 
funeral. Judge Gustin immediately recog- 
nized the sadness of the situation, and 
promptly signed the order. This order was, 
perhaps, the last, at least, one of the very last 
signed by Judge Gustin, for within an hour 
afterthe signing he was notified from At- 
lanta that Governor Gordon had appointed 
Hon. A. L. Miller, of Houston, judge of the 
Macon circuit, vice Gustin resigned. 

Lowenthal attended his mother’s funeral at 
3 o'clock this afternoon in custody of 
Sheriff Westcott. Heappeared to be much 
overcome by the death of his mother. She 
had grieved greatly over the troubles that had 
come upon her son, and it is generally thought 
that this grief hastened hey death.

Inthe University of Georgia is 
a society which has entwined around it many 
glorious memories of the past, and now has 
one more wreath to add, and that is that it 
helped to school the lips of H. W. Grady to 
form the words and express the thoughts that 
made him famous. The Phi Kappa society, 
formed 1820 by Joseph Henry Jumpkin and 
five other energetic and progressive students, 
has a proud and glorious record. Herein days 
gone by the master minds of her Cobbs, her 
Lumpkins, her Stephens, and scores of others 
were trained for the after duties of life. And 


here 
SEVERAL YEARS OF THE LIFE OF MR. GRADY 
were happily spent in work which has amply 
repaid him. The last time Mr. Grady was in 
the hall of old Phi Kappa, was at the annual 
meeting of the society in 1887. Quite a large 
number of the alumni of the society being 

resent, they were called on tomake speeches. 

Vhen Mr. Grady was called for by the crowd, 
he arose amid a storm of applause, aad ina 
short talk which he gave tothe young men 
around him, he said many things which will 
remain forever impressed upon the minds of 
those present. In a mirthful manner he re- 
ferred to the times when he and his friend, 
Mr. Meldriim, used to face each other in de- 
bate on the foor of this society, and turning to 
his friend he said, ‘‘I don’t reckon we'll ever 
see such times again, Pete.’’ Then he said to 
the society that of ali the education he re- 
ceived at the university he valfted that of

Grady. Asadebater he had noequal. Ilis 
pre-eminence in this line was acknowledged, 
and the first speech of his life that will go 
down to 
FAME AMONG HIS WRITINGS 

was delivered as a speaker from the Phi Kappa 
society. The university boys adored the gift 
of oratory so lavishly bestowed on him, and 
one afternoon when he had just come from a 
meeting of the board of trustees, they seized 
the opportunity of getting a speech from him. 
At the Commercial hotel they hemmed him 
in, and he very naturally wished to get out of 
speaking. They would hear, no excuse, how- 
ever, and raising him up on a stool above the 
heads of the crowd, they asked him to say 
something to them, In that pleasant way 
which was peculiar to him he spoke about two 
or three minutes to the boys, and at the end 
he was veciferously applauded. The boys can 
only cherish his memory now, and alongside 
the pictures of Cobb and Lumpkin and Ste- 
phens they will hang thatof Grady, as an in- 
spiration to young manhood in the years to 


come.

Let democratic electors 
and those who have determined to stand >y 
democratic nominations thus made, vat* 
who are not democrats ought to be ofiallenged 
when they offer to vote, yplees We know they 
have decided to cast. ots with the party 
of the constitzaet, and when challenged, if 
they ayqwvefieir purpose to stand by the party 
nomssration, let them vote. We can guard 
ee polls and see to it that none but friends 
vote. 

Of course, if the party decides that it does 
not want any new members, -then 
close the doors and stop payments. 
We -want just as many good men 
to stand with us as wecan get, who will 
say they will do so and he)]p us make the great 
figlitfor liberty and existence. Many grave 
questions now are before us and must be met 
in the near future. As democracy goes down 
in the country liberty and good governmen 
will go down with it. . 

As to who shall vote at such primaries, I 
am perfectly willing to leave to the good sense 
and judgment of the party. 

Mr. Ham says I atust goon and give another 
suggestion ; a needed reform as to the number 
of delegates each county is entitled 
to. For, says he, Mr. Speer made 
the fight that the representation in the 
larger counties was not equal to that of the 
smaller ones, according to democratic popula- 
tion. I mean, that in substance, {Mr. Ham 
said just what I have alleged he said. Now 
the truth is that Judge Speer made the fight 
and said that three delegates in the small 
counties was too much as against fivein the 
larger ones, and the reform was made and it 
stands now just where our representative in 
the legislature of the state stands. All coun- 
ties having two representatives shall have 
four delegates. If that is not fairthe consti- 
tution and laws of the state on the subject of 
representation in the house of ‘representatives 
in ithe general assembly of Georgia are not 
right. T’'wo delegates for each representative 
is fair the world over. So that, un- 
der the present system, the demo- 
crats of Hall, or any other large county, have 
the same voice as those of towns, or’any small 
county. Wecannot fix that_any better than 
to base it upon the constitution and laws of 
the state. The insinuations by Mr. Ham that 
we could not be dictated to by republicans and 
independents are allright. I am _ willing to 
bear that, forthe sake of liberty and good 
government.

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Okra Fibre. 

It is now hinted that okra fibre will soon 
be used to cover cotton. Itis another case 
of Gumbo and Jumbo, in which Gumbo 
has the best of the conflict. 

Itis predicted that okra may even sup- 
plant cotton, but thisis in the nature of 
wild and untamed enthusiasm. What has 
been discovered seems tobe the fact that 
the okra stalk is composed of a peculiarly 
strong fibre, which under special treatment 
shows up better than jute or any of the 
fibre products that are counted onto oust 
jute. It has been hoped and supposed that 
cotton bagging was aremedy for the jute 
trust; but the trouble seems to be that jute 
enters into bagging of allsorts, and is the 
basis of every species of bagging and coarse 
covering that can be named. This cannot 
be remedied by cotton bagging, and the 
fact is shown in the jute quotations which 
have not materially fallen off notwithstand- 
ing that the fibre has been practically 
discarded as a covering for cotton bales. 

it is true that the object of the farmers 
has been accomplished. The jute trust has 
been crippled since the price of jute bag- 
ging has remained about the same. What 
the trust has lost is the hope of making as 
much as itstarted out to make. Its _ pur- 
pose was to increase the price of bagging at 
least two cents a pound, but it has failed in 
this, and since the farmers have made 
common cause with the laboring class all 
over the country, it will be interesting to 
know first the jute manufacturers will 
manage to hold their own, That this 
material will be boycotted sooner or later we 
lave no reason to doubt. 

Meanwhile, as a substitute for jute, we 
have the okra fibre, which is finer and 
stronger and better. The Forbes inven- 
tion, to which allusion was made in these 
columns recently, will certainly cover the 
development of okra fibre. A process that 
will readily prepare ramie for market will 
not fail when applied to the coarser fibre of 
okra. 

As to the strength and consistency of the 
okra fibre we think there can be no two 
opinions. The little boy who has used 
okra bark for a toy whip will testify as to 
its strength and consistency; and such testi- 
mony is conclusive. Mr. W. E. Ludlow, a 
practical chemist, says that the okra fibre 
can be produced at acost not exceeding a 
centa pound, and if this is so there is no 
reason why the jute mills should not hasten 
toreform and begin at once the manu- 
facture ofokra bagging. 

And yet, habit stands in the way. A 
manufacturer that hasbeen buying the raw 
material from foreign ports will have his 
feelings badly hurt if he cannot continue in 
the business. All this maybe cured after 
awhile, but if the okrafibre is to be util- 
ized there will have to be a number of new 
manufactories builtin various parts of the 
south.

America’s Prosperous Workers. 

The San Francisco Chronicle closed the 
old year with an exhaustive review of every 
branch of human endeavor. 

From our contemporary’s chapter on the 
workingman we summarize a few interest- 
ing points: 

In this country the ordinary city laborer 
—not the skilled workman- receives an 
average weekly wage of nine dollars. In 
Engiand he receives exactly half that, or 
$4.50. In France his pay is $1.25, and in 
Germany only one dollar a week. 

The American prifiter receives an aver- 
age of eighteen dollars a week. The En- 
giishman receives ten, the Frenchman 
eight, and the German $4.60 for the same 
amount of work. 

The American locomotive engineer re- 
ceives twenty-one dollars for a week’s work. 
The Englishman is paid eleven dollars for 
the same services, and in other European 
countries the rate is far less. 

In every other occupation the same pro- 
portion exists in favor of the American. 
His pay is from fifty to three hundred per 
ce@ higher than that received in any other 
coyntry in the same branches. With his 
money he can purchase more and better 
fooil here than in Europe. Our average 
outlay for food is thirty-three per cent ofa 
workingman’s earnings. Butif the Amer- 
ican werkingman lived on the food of the 
European laborer—a diet with scarcely any 
meat—he would not pay out more than 
twenty per cent of his wages. 

Wages here have steadily . increased. 
Take factory operatives as an instance. 
Their average wages have increased from 
$255 annually in 1850 to $365 in 1890. 

With the increase of wages, the reduction 


in the hours of labor, the better organiza- 


tion of our workers, the growth of co-op- 
eration, and the aid extended to home 
builders by thethe loan and bnilding asso- 
ciations, the American workingman could 
not reasonably desire a brighter outlook. 
All that is needed to make him contented 
is to contrast his situation with that of his 
fellows in Europe today avd in the United 
States forty years azo.

A Little Patience. 

The remedy that the Boston Advertiser 
proposes for the race problem at the south 
is education. It is a remedy that has been 
proposed before, and itis probably a very 
good one; but nobody, not even the 
esteemed Advertiser, seems anxious to wait 
on it, 

Education has usually been considerad a 
matter of time; but it now seems that when 
anorthern editor remarks in a usual way 
that the negroes ought to be educated, he 
means that they ought to get hold ofa 
spelling book one day and graduate in some 
universky the next. 

It would all be very funny if it wasn’t so 
serious—for the negroes. At the northa 
negro can get an education if he will be 
right quiet about it, but he cannot geta 
decent living nor hold an elective office 
there; whereas, he is expected to get a com- 
plete education at the south in the course 
ofafew days. In our opinion, the repub- 
lican editors expect entirely too much of the 
negro. Heis doing the best he can, under 
the circumstances, and there is no reason 
why his lot should be made any harder by 
partisan editors. 

Let us by all means give the negroa 
chance, If he gets that at the south it will 
be more than he ever got at the north. 


A Singular Conspiracy. 

The registration of voters is undoubtedly 
agood thing, but registration is not an 
absolute protection against fraudulent 
voting. 

In Memphis one of the most remarkable 
conspiracies ever known has just come to 
light. It seems that the medical students 
are deeply interested in the success of the 
Bethell ticket at the approaching municipal 
election, because it will carry with it the 
privilege of free access to the city hospital. 
So the students, some 200 in number, nearly 
all non-residents, banded together and cast 
2,100 votes in the primaries. This made 
them bolder, and they then registered under 
numerous assumed names with the inten- 
tion of doing a tremendous job of repeating 
at the polls. Signs were to be agreed upon 
that would cause some of the election 
judges to recognize these fraudulent voters 
and accept their ballots. 

In some way areporter of the Commer- 
cial got into the confidence of two of the 
leaders of the gang, and secured from them 
a full confession. The whole business was 
promptly exposed, and the Commercial 
editorially says of it: 

How fine a courage and dexterity is here thrown 
away iv a proposition for one rascally, and by the 
law infamous, venture. How the calculation and 
preparation forit must have come between these 
students of physic and anatomy and their legiti- 
mate studies. And what if they should become as 
reckless as surgeons as they are with the laws of 
the state and city in which they find a temporary 
asylum. It is not as guilty of misdemeanor that 
the workhouse or a fine or both should wait for 
such crivainals, , but the penitentiary, as the 
federai law provides, should receive them. Men 
who go, not merely with their eyes open, but pur- 
posely, as by g-pre-arranged plan, to de‘eut the 
citizens of a gfowing community and prevent them 
in the exergise of the highest prerogative of citizen- 
ship shoul made infamous forever. 

The conspiracy reminds one of the old 
days when under a locsely conducted 
system strangers from other counties and 
states flocked to accily to defeat the will of 
the people at the ballot box. Every man 
directly concerned in this affair should be 
tried, convicted and locked up. 


The Maybrick Case Again. 

Public sympathy in England and in the 
United States is strongly in favor of Mrs. 
Maybrick, who is serving a lifetime in the 
penitentiary for the alleged poisoning of her 
husband, at Liverpool, last year. 

Our readers will readily recollect the un- 
satisfactory character of the circumstantial 
evidence upon which this poor lady was con- 
victed. Maybrick was a habitual consumer 
of arsenic. He clamored for it, and would 
have it, and the traces of the poison found 
in his stomach should not have convinced 
anybody that he was deliberately poisoned 
by his wife, without other facts making the 
proof of her gnilt strong and clear. 

It is not surprising now to learn that new 
evidence has been collected in England and 
America important enough to make it the 
duty of the home secretary to give the May- 
brick case asecond consideration. The-ad- 
ditional evidence, it is said, will include a 
number of documents, showing in Mr. May- 
brick’s own handwriting that his death was 
solely due to poison administered by him- 
self. 

Under the circumstances, as Mrs. May- 
brick isan American, our official repre- 
sentatives in England should bring the full 
weight of their influence to bear upon the 
honre secretary, with a view to obtaining a 
fair and thorough review of the case upon 
its merits, 


Harmony In Ohio. 

The Cincinnati Commercial Gazette says 
that there is too much harmony betwee 
the republican and democratic parties. 

This is very queer doctrine to come from 
a newspaper that has been preaching the 
gospel of peace, so-called. What better 
could Editor Halstead ask?

Jefferson Davis's paper on Robert E. Lee in 
the January nomber of the North American Re- 
view will be read with unusual interest. This is 
the opening sentence of the article: 

“Robert Edward Lee—gentleman, scholar, ga!- 
lant soldier, great general and true Christian--was 
born in Westmoreland county Va., on January 19, 
1807.” Of Lee’s West Point carcer, he says: 
“Though numerically rated second in his class, his 
proficiency was such that he was assigned to the 
engineer corps, which formany yexrs be adorned 
both as a military and civil engineer. He was of 
the highest type of maniy beauty, yet seemingly 
unconscious of it, and so respectful and unassuming 
as to make him a general¥avo:it- before his great 
powers had an opportanity for maailfestation. His 
mind led him to analytic rather than percept.ve 
metnods for obtaining results."” Later on Mr. Da- 
vis says: “No proposition could be more absurd 
than that he was prompted by selfish ambition to 
join the confederacy. With a small part of his 
knowledge of the relative amount of material of 
War possessed by the north and south. any one 
must have seen that the chances of war were against 
us; but if thrice-armed justice should evable the 
south to maintain ber independence, as our fathers 
had done, notwithsianding the unequal gue 
what selfish advantage could it bring Lee? If, 
Bone among us yet expected, many hoped, and a! 
wished, there should bea peaceful separation, he 
would have left behind him all he had gained 
by long and brilliant service, and could not have 
in our small army greater rank ‘than was proffered 
tohimin the larger one he had left, * * * 
Above the voice of his friends at Washington, ad- 
vising and entreating him tostay with them, rose 
the cry of Virginia calling her scons to defend her 
against threatened invasion. Lee heeded 
this cry only; alone he rode forth, as be had crossed 
the Pedrigal, his guiding star being duty, and 
offered his sword to Virginia. Though his recep- 
tion was most flattering and the confidence mani- 
fested in him unlimited, his conduct was conspicu- 
ous for the modesty and moderation which had al 
ways been charecteristic of him.’ The ar:icle from 
beginning to end is written in that charming style 
for which Mr. Davis was distinguished.

LITERARY NEW YORK- 


WILL N. HARBEN ON MEM WE 
KNOW. 


Originality in Composition—Authors as 
Readers—A Writer of Erotic Fiction—His 
Slavery to His Readers. 


New York, January 4.—Recently I read 
another striking editorial in Tus ConstitTv- 
TION about noted authors not being great 
readers. I see evidences of that fact every 
day. Many well-known writers in New York 
tell me that they feel injured often by reading 
novels. Some hold that it destroys originality. 
A noted authoress told me the other evening 
that she thought that having a good memory 
was often a drawback to the writer of fiction; 
that he would often unconsciously draw upon 
& recollection of something he had read think- 
ing that it was a thought of his own. There 
is, however, another standpoint to view 
this subject from. That which seems to 
interest us most from the pen of an author is 
that’ which appears to breathe from his very 
soul, that something which seems to take its 
birth before our eyes as we read. We feel 
that it is not history that is being told 
but divine truth, which genius has awakened 
in the writer’s mind. The writer, ‘perhaps, 
wrote with untold fire, vigor, and enthusiam. 
Whence came the thrilling sensation which, as 
it were, lifted the author above earthly things 
and enabled hini to see with his own eyes far 
beyond the range of the statistician 
Or one whose mind is packed with the 
Sayings, the opinions of numerous great 


akin to the feeling a parent has for his child, 
the indescribable sense of proprietorship, the 
joy of showing something to the world 
that the world has not seen before, or of pre- 
senting it in a new light. The writer that 
possesses this faculty, for example, reads a 
well-written book. At every step as his mind 
follows a fellow mortal’s conception of. the 
situation or characters represented he says to 
himself: ‘‘Itis true. I have felt that way, I 
have had those thoughts. Some day I might 
have written on tiie same subject. and I might 
have drawn stronger pictures than these, but 
I can’t write of it now. These same charac- 
ters will always represent to me the thoughts 
here embodied. I shall always be obliged to 
remember that such and such words gave ex- 
pression to such and such thoughts.”’ 

For examble, take’ Guy DeMaupasant’s 
wonderful short story, ‘‘A Coward.’’ Goto two 
writers of equal ability, who have not read the 
sketch. Say to one: 

“Write me your best delineation, in a 
piece of fiction, of the feelings 
of-a coward while facing danger,’’ but do net 
lethim read DeMaupasant’s conception. To 
the other give the story, ask him to read it, 
and then write something on the subject. The 
first will set to work, one idea will urge 
another into life. His eyes will glow, his blood 
will tingle. The character will be born and 
will talk and act as the genius of the writer 
dictates. You read the sketch. In no way 
does it resemble De Maupasant’s, and yet it 
may strike you as being true to life. It is in- 
dividual. No one could charge the writer 
with plagarism. You gotothe other writer. 
His face is aglow. He has prod uced nothing. 
“It is a grand work of,art,’’ he says. ‘I have 
not written anything on the subject because I 
could not. I can say nothing that De Maupa 
sant hasnot said. I will not attempt it.’’ 

An editor ofagreat magazine says that 
young men with thorough collegiate educa- 
tions seldom succeed either as journalists or 
literateurs; that every contribution they send 
in is filled with quotations from, the c lassics, 


a weak imitation of some: master-pieco and 
absolutely devoid of originality. Scott was 
considered a blockhead in his school days. 

In artistic and literary circles in New York, 
no one stands higher than Mr. and Mrs. 
Edmund Russell. They have just returned 
from Europe, where they were received with 
open arms by the nobility, and accorded the 
highest honors in the old world. Mr. Russell 
is an apostle of Delsarte, and numbers among 
his followers the leading minds of England 
and America. Hislectures here this season 
are upon Delsarte’s studies in expression. 
Motion, manners and morals, the dramitic 
arts and oratory, in art criticism upon 
“The Laws of Beauty,.’”’ ‘‘The Building of a 
Picture,” “The Building of a Home,” ‘House 
Decoration and Dress.’”’ Mrs. Russell lectures 
on the teachings of Delsarte (idustrated by 
gesture and action), expression in oratory, 
acting, Sagem and ne grace of motion, 
walking, bowing nd dancing, artistic 
dress, American art present and future. 
Mrs. Russell is herself the  wyery 
personification of grace. Her ey ery 
movement. facial expression and tone of voice 
illustrates the desirability, if not the duty and 
necessity of us all following her teachings. 

Mr. Russell is not only- an artist but an 
orator and an actor. At Mrs. 
Frank Leslie’s a few evenings since he dropped 
in after his lecture at Hardman hall and was 
prevailed upon to favor the assembied guests 
with a recitation. There had been several 
impromptu speeches and recitations before he 
arrived which had been highly enjoyed but 
when Edmund Kussell with careless grace 
seated himself on a piano stool near the fo!d- 
ing doors which separated two large drawing 
rooms filled with spectators and began in his 
delightfully modulated voice to tell Poe’s 
story of “The Tell-Tale MHeart,’”’ every 
pulse was stilled with intense interest, 
then the listener lost sight of Russell’s 
personality. They saw before them only the 
strange character Poe has delineated so well, 
they witnessed the weird mixture of strug- 
gling reason, subtle design to murder, the 
cause for the design, a feeble offspring of a dis- 
eased brain, and yet so truly poftrayed that, 
strange to say, the hearer fell in sympathy 
with the murderer and could almegt. hope 
that the tiny ray of light which the meeaeue 
shot upon the staring eye of the old man might 
not rouse him to defend himself. Poe could 
not have hada more thorough conception of 
the character than Mr. Kussell showed him- 
self to possess. He would be a great actor. 

I met a literary slave the other night in a 
club-room, Yes, there are slaves to literature 
as to all other professions. He was in conver- 
sation with a young writer whose chances for 
success are assured. The slave was a man who 
never amounted to anything till he wrote an 
erotic novel. It appealed to al] that was de- 
grading and lustful inthe nature of man. It 
sold more rapidly and extensively than works 
written by such writers as Nathaniel Haw- 
thorne, yet it was so foul that the anthorities 
of England would not permit its circulation 
in that country. He wrote another, and the 
same readers bought it. They lay on the 
tables in barrooms, in gambling honses; 
habitues of the race course carried them around 
and read them, calling their companions atten- 
tion to certain suggestive sentences, the bold- 
neas of which had never been seen in print be- 
fore. Publishers were gleeful and the author 
was growing rich and famous. In the conver- 
sation with the young author I have men- 
tioned, I heard him say that he regretted that 
he had had to write the style of books he had 
written, that he would rather have written 
something with a better moral. 

“Why don’t you begin anew and give up the 
line you are now in?’ asked the 
conscientious writer. ‘‘I would ratber be 
the author of one _ little magazine 
story in a standard periodica! than to write a 
book like yours fora hundred thousand dol- 
lars in cash. I would feel that my story had 
brought me nearer to a lasting reputation than 
a hundred books like yours would.’ 

The erotic writer winced slightly. “I know 
you are right,” he said, ‘‘and ‘I admire your 
determination, but it is too late for me to 
change now.”’ 

‘*Too late ?”’ 

‘Yes, you see my patrons are of a certain 
class. They will buy my books as long as the 
are up to the standard of my first. Butif 
were to try to write differently they wouldn’t 
like my work, the book would not sell, and I 
could not continue to receive the income I get 
now. If I weretolose the patrona Gon my 
readers I would have to give up writ _ 
doors of no other set of readers would ope 
to me.’ 

And as I turned away from the two writers, 
I felt a warm place in my heart for the earnest- 
faced young man in his modest apparel, and 
encountered a sensation of loathing for the 
harsh visage of the man wearing diamonds and 
loud, expensive clothing. If he lives long 
enough, the world will hear the name of the 
first, and he will stand in the hearts of the 
masses, but the other will die in ar ee 
His course through life shall be regarded, 


the simy track of a snail on a white wall. 
The sunlight issuing from the Godlike verdict 
of justice shall dry up the glistening slime and 
the pure winds fanned by the invisible wings 
of angels will brush it away from sight.
